Reports from Other Universit die 


Board of Governors: 

Dr. Pallen said that Mr. Parent had asked when the Interim Policy on Temporary 
Suspension would be forwarded to Faculty Councils and/or Senate for discussion. 
This policy was approved and passed by the Board of Governors on October 21, 
1992, and is in effect pending the review of existing policies. 
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Senate: 

Dr. White reported that at the last meeting of Senate it was debated and approved 
that a representative from the Chairs’ Caucus would be a member of SCAPP. 
Much time was spent discussing the question of gender equity in nominating 
members to Senate committees. 


Issues that were coming up at Senate shortly were a SCAPP report on the 
Planning Process and a Task Force on Senate Reform which had begun to put 
together some ideas on how it should be organized. 


Council of the School of Graduate Studies: 
Dr. Markiewicz reported that two Arts and Science Responses to Appraisals had 
been accepted; Department of Economics and Master in Applied Linguistics.

92-9-4 It was moved and seconded (Carter/Beaudoin) that the normal minimum 
waiting period to be eligible for readmission for 1st time failed (Failed-may 
not register without special permission) students in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science be reduced from 2 years to 1 year. 


Dr. Sharma proposed the following amendment to Motion 92-9-4: 


92-9-5 It was moved and seconded (Sharma/Graves) that the normal minimum 
waiting period to be eligible for readmission for 1st time failed (Failed-may 
not register without special permission) students in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science be removed and that full-time students in this category be permitted 
to take only 9 credits per term/per year and that part-time students be 
permitted to take only 3 credits per term/per year.
